Circuit* Court Judge Robert 


Bracken today sentenced Rob- 
ert Heckman, Dixon, who 
pleaded guilty Dec. 27 to th 
charge of assault with intent 
to commit rape, to seven 
years and three months in the 
Illinois state penitentiary. 


The sentence imposed was the 


balance of a maximum sentence of 


years Tor that crime. Heckman 


already served six years and nine 
months in the psychopathic division 
of Menard penitentiary . 


In his remarks to the defendant, 


Judge Bracken said: 


"I am not too sure I have done 


this right. 
Seriously 
considering 


your record, it may bt that it 
would have been for the best inter- 
ests of society if I had sentenced 
you to the maximum term of 14 
years, .without any credit for the 
time you were in Menard. But as 
always, when it's my duty to pro- 
nounce a-sentence, I cannot help 
it, I am always truly sorry for the 
person upon whom the penalty-is 
to be imposed, ever trying to'find 
one more way to give him one 
ir.or* chance; sorry that'they, and 
you, have _ somehow ^miBsed |he 
point of living.

Sees'Religion Needed 


"There must be something ter- 


ribly wrong with your mind and it 
occurs to me that it may be a total 
ack of religion. I believe it is. 


"Neither this or any other court, 


nor anyone else, can take away 
from you the right to pray; one 
thing, I am sure you have never' 
done, or you would not be where 
you are today. Try it, it cannot 
lurt you, and of this I am sure, 
and equally sure am I, that it can, 
and will help you." 


Prior to sentencing Heckman, 


Judge Bracken said that the de- 
fendant's application for probation 
opened the door to his entire past.

Also in 1943, the defendant was 
barged with burglary and sen- 
tenced from one to four years at 
the Pontiac branch of the state 
penitentiary.

In 1945, after being paroled,1 


Heckman violated his parole by 
committing a new crime. Accord- 
ng to his signed confession, he as- 
saulted a woman • with Intent to 
commit rape. 


Fifteen days after his first as- 


sault, he assaulted another woman 
by striking her witlr a piece of 
pipe. 
He admitted in • a signed 


confession that he intended to have 
sexual -relations with the woman 
but that her outcry caused him to 
run away. 


Approximately 41 days later, he 


committed the assault to which he 
pleaded guilty on Dec. 27, 1952.

The whole .budget, packed with

Austria Brutal Injustice 


When Dr. Karl Gruber, Austrian foreign minister, stood 


-up to address" a committee of the United Nations just be- 
fore the Christmas recess, he was a living reminder of one 
of the world's worst tragedies of inaction. 


For nearly eight years, tiny Austria has suffered the 


occupation of foreign soldiers from Soviet Russia on the 
one hand and the Western allies on the other. Like "Berlin, 
Vienna is a divided city. 


At first, Russia energetically went through the mo- 


'tions of seeking an Austrian peace treaty. There were 
endless sessions with representatives of France, Britain and 
the United States. At one point, there appeared to be dis- 
agreement on just five out of 53 proposed articles to the 
treaty. 


But then the talks broke down. Nothing seemed to get 


them effectively under way again. To break the impasse, 
the Western powers this spring suggested a short treaty 
with only eight articles. There were no takers in the Krem- 
lin.

It is pointless to search for the explanation in the East- 


West differences over specific treaty articles. 
The real 


reason lies elsewhere. The Soviet Union never has seriously 
intended signing an Austrian pact, because it would then 
be compelled to remove its armies not merely from Austrian 
soil but from the Hungarian, Rumanian and Czechoslovak 
territory which serves as a corridor to Austria. 


The presence of Soviet armies in this westward-reach- 


ing pincer of land on Germany's southern flank is a happy 
strategic circumstance for the Russians. They are not dis- 
pleased, either, that the Austrian occupation gives them the 
excuse to send their armies across several satellite nations. 
Russian soldiers are an impressive deterrent to trouble-mak- 
ing in those restive areas. 


But this callous disregard of international justice leaves 


Austria groaning under the financial burdens.of occupation 
and-feeling steady impairment of the freedom it regained 
when the Nazi yoke was cast off at the end of World War II

Gruber, a sane and courageous statesman who often 


Jias defied the Reds while right in their midst, warns, that 
the'Austrian people may not passively accept this situation 
Indefinitely. It is admittedly explosive. 
; * The Western powers cannot there follow their German 
pattern of setting up an independent state and eventually 
drafting a "peace contract" to free it from occupation. For 
the West holds but an insignificant fraction of Austrian soil. 


The play is in Russian hands for the most part. All we 


can do is exert pressure, tell the world how brutally the 
Soviets have dealt with the Austrians for their own evil 
design, and hope that some day not too far off the Krem- 
lin's power will no longer be great enough for it to perpetu- 
ate this outrage to justice.

Pope's Christmas Message May Be Applied to American 


Labor Unions, Pegler Says

The Christmas message of Pope Pius XII contained passages on 


labor monopolies which are pointedly applicable to the American sys- 
tem of unionism. I would recall to your attention my essay of March 
6, 1952, wherein I discussed an interview at the Vatican with the 
Pope's advisor on labor matters. This dignitary requested me to 
write for the Pope'i information a truthful report on evil conditions 
in American unions. 


As I interpret his Christmas message, the Pope rejects th«» c-losp 


shop which, by the way, has been strongly indorsed by one Ameri 
can priest of the clerical "labor" bureaucracy and 
was imposed on million* of American human be- 
ings by the late' Philip Murray of the CIO through 
violent uprising against lawful government, 


The pertinent passages of the Christmas mes- 


sage which I submit to your consideration follow: 


"Access to employment or places of labor is 


made to depend on registration in certain parties 
or in organization which deal with the distribution 
of employment. 


"Such discrimination is indicative of an inex- 


act concept of the proper function of labor unions 
tv«»tbrook 


and thedr proper purpose, .which is the protection of the interests of 
the salaried worker within modern society which is becoming more 
and more anonymous and •collectivist. 


"In fact, is not the essential purpose of unions the practical af- 


firmation that man is the subject and not the object of social rela- 
tions? Is it not to protect the individual against collective irresponsi- 
bility of anonymous proprietors? Is it not to represent the person of 
the worker against those who are inclined to consider him merely 
a productive agent with a certain price value? 


"How, therefore, can it be considered normal that the protection 


of the personal rights of the worker be more and more in the hands 
of an anonymous group working through the agency of immense' or 
ganizations which are, of their very nature, monopolies? The worker 
thus wronged in the exercise of his personal rights will surely find 
especially painful the oppression of his liberty and of his conscience, 
caught as he is in the wheels of a gigantic social machine. 


"Whoever would find our solici- 


tude for true liberty to be with- 
out foundation when We speak, as 
We do, to that part of the world 
which is generally known as the 
•free world," should consider that, 
even there, first real war and then 
'cold war' forcibly drove social 
relations toward an inevitable cur- 
tailment of liberty itself." 


In an earlier passage the pope 


had written: "The creative wis 
dom of God is ... 
alien to that 


system of impersonal unity which 
strikes at the human person who 
is the origin and end of society 
and, in the depths of his being, 
an image of his God . . . In ,- >me 
countries, the modern state is be- 
coming a gigantic administrative 
machine. It extends its influence 
over almost every phase of life. 
It would bring under its adminis- 
tration the entire gamut of polit- 
ical, economic, social and intel- 
lectual life from birth to death. 


. Here may be recognized the 


origin and source of that phenom- 
enon which is submerging mod- 
ern man under its tide of anguish : 
His 'depersonization'. 
In large 


measure, his identity and name 
have been taken from him; in 
many of the more important ac- 
tivities of life he has been reduced 
to a mere material object of so- 
ciety, while society itself has been 
transformed,- into an impersonal 
system and into a cold organiza- 
tion of force." 


The so-called union shop of the 


Taft-Hartley law, which all the 
unions and the Truman adminis- 
tration damned not as a compul- 
sion on the spirit but as a too- 
weak and tardy compulsion, ob- 
viously comes within the condem- 
nation here expressed. 
The crim- 


inal disorders set in motion and 
managed in military fashion' by 
union bosses, including the late 
scoundrel Murray as well as pow- 
erful criminals still holding high 
union office, plainly come- within 
the moral reprobation of the Pope. 


For here we have seen the force 


of compulsory unionism driving 
men 
to 
criminal 
violence 
as 


members of the mob. The ques- 
tion comes up whether an indi- 
vidual rioter deliberately amaih- 
ing the body of his fellow man in 
a union riot is any less guilty in 
his own soul because he acts as 
a member of a brutal anonymous 
power. 


Can he shift his guilt to his 


union? If John Doe kills Richard 
Roe with a ball-bat in a strike of 
10,000 workers ordered by auch a 
boss as Walter Reuther or John 
L. Lewis, is Doe guilty of his own 
premeditated crime? Or can he 
tell himself that his guilt is one 
one-ten-thousandth of the whole? 


In my report on my interview 


with the Pope's adviser on labor 
matters I wrote: "I told him that 
if the Pope did not know that 
American unions had been in- 
fested with criminals and that the 
CIO was the direct result of crim- 
inal insurrection against 
lawful 


government 
in 
Flint, 
Detroit, 


many other American cities, then 
obviously, those who had the duly 
to tell him the truth had not done 
so."

ington, D. C., issued a statement 
which was published in, some but 
by no means all diocesan papers, 
which said: "Official sources at

Child Takes Vitamins A and 
D When Diet Needs Them 


In this column vitamins A and D 


will be discussed together, both 
because they have many features 
in .common and because they are 
primarily of interest to children, 
since most grownups get what 
they need of these vitamins (with 
rare exceptions) without giving 
them any special thought. 


Lack of enough vitamin A may 


cause eye difficulties. 
The 
first 


symptom of eye 
trouble of this 


kind is night blindness. Inability 
to see well in a dim light caused 
by deficiency of vitamin A is cur- 
ed promptly by giving extra doses 
of this vitamin. 


There are other kinds of poor 


night vision which do not respond 
to such treatment, 
of 
course. 


Therefore, the claim that vitamin 
A will aid drivers of automobiles 
and lessen their chances of having 
accidents at night is not warrant- 
ed. 


Vitamin A is also supposed to be 


helpf'.il in the treatment of certain 
kinds of skin callouses, but only 
when they are caused by a lack 
of this vitamin in the diet. Vita- 
min A is not considered to be help- 
ful in the prevention of influenza, 
colds or other infections. 


, Likewise, the claim that taking 
enough vitamin A will prevent the 
formation 
of kidney stones 
is 


probably not justified. It is pres- 
ent in liver oils of several fish, in 
butter, cheese, egg yolk and many 
vegetables. 


The term, vitamin D. is applied 


to at least t\vo substances which 
are known to aid in the proper use 
by the body of calcium and phos- 
phorus. 
Consequently, this vita- 


min is recognized as a 
specific 


method of treating certain condi- 
tions in which calcium is, not prop- 
erly used. 


These conditions are rickets, a 


kind of bone softening in children, 
infantile tentany and probably some 
other conditions in which there is 
abnormal use of calcium 
and 


phosphorus. 


VITAMINS HELP TEETH 


There is reason to believe-that 


vitamin D also plays an impor* 
tant part in tooth formation, but 
it is doubtful that this substance is 
the only important element in the 
prevention of such diseases of the 
teetii as caries. This vitamin i» 
also present in almost exactly 'the 
same foods as vitamin A. 
•• • 


In children particularly, combi- 


nations of vitamin A and D ar« 
frequently given during the winter 
months with the purpose of im- 
proving bone and tooth formation. 


This is particularly impotranfin 


winter because in northern"' cli- 
mates at least, the sun is less 
powerful and the skin of children 
is less exposed to the sun. At i'lich 
times, therefore, the vitamin' D 
which is formed by exposing the 
skin to sunlight may be 
insuffi- 


cient to 
supply 
the necessary 


amounts.

Jeweled Fancy 
Is Washable

If you've questioned the wash- 


ability of sweaters decorated with 
pearls, rhinestones, or sequins, now 
being worn with evening skirts, you 
can be sure of the answer now. 
They arc as washable as plain 
sweaters. 


With these glamorizers, you use 


exactly the same washing tech- 
nique that you use for any sweat- 
ers. Gentle handling is the secret. 
Make 'plnty of rich luke-warm 
suds 
and 
lightly 
squeeze 
the 


sweater throughvthem. Never al- 
low the garment to float around 
freely in the water, but keep sup- 
porting it with your hands. It's 
particularly • important not to lift 
it out of the water without sup- 
port, for the weight of the water 
would pull it out of shape. 


A soft-bristled b'r u s h can be 


used for scrubbing soiled necklines 
and cuffs. Scrub up and down the 
ribbing, rather than crosswise. 


Need Two Rinsings 


Because you must work quickly, 


it's 'better not to let the sweater 
get- too s o i l e d before, washing. 
Rinse in water of the same .tem- 
perature. At least two rinsings will 
be needed to restore fluffiness. - 


Squeeze out excess water. Lay 


sweater between two T u r k i s h 
towels and press out excess mois- 
ture with your hands. 


If your sweater is permanently 


blocked—a point you should make 
sure of at the time of buying—you 
won't have to take special steps to 
bring back the shape. Otherwise, 
a wool sweater should be put over 
a wood or wire drying frame. If 
you haven't one, you can make one 
out of cardboard. 


Before w a s h i n g , trace your 


sweater on cardboard and cut out 
the shape. Fit your.damp sweater 
over ..this, blocking frame and lay 
it on "a Turkish towel to dry. 


Nylon, dacron and orlon sweat- 


ers' can do 'without blocking.

Nursing Home Increased 


The Lee county board of supervisors yesterday voted a $10 per pa- 


tient increase for persons at Lee county nursing home pending agree- 
ment with the Illinois department of public welfare. 


According to the resolution, the 


increase will not become effective 
until "necessary 
airangements 


providing for said increase can be 
completed with the Department of 
Public Welfare of Illinois." 


The resolution means that per- 


sons hoping to get into the nursing 
home will have to pay $10 mure 
than they do today. 


The increase amounts to $40 in- 


stead of the present $30 for each 
regular patient and $70 instead of 
$60 for ambulatory cases. 


Regular patients are those per- 


sons who are able to get around 
by themselves. 
Ambulatory pa- 


tients are those who are confined 
to bed or a wheelchair. 


According to supervisors, 
the 


pending arrangements with the 


public welfare department deal 
with agreement by the State to 
handle the increase where, patients 
on old age assistance 
are con- 


cerned. 


In that way, townships would be 


exempted from standing the addi- 
tional expense of persons now on 
State aid rolls. 


Under the 
resolution, 
private 


pay patients, those who can afford 
to pay for their own care, will 
handle the $10 increase themselves. 
Township patients without means 
to meet nursing home 
expenses 


Mill receive the usual aid from 
township funds. And old age as- 
sistance patients on State rolls 
will receive increased aid 
from

The Cigaret Act, providing for 


a levy of three cents a package, 
was challenged after 11 years of 
operation by a Chicago tobacco 
distributor.' 


Attorneys for the Mutual Tobac- 


co Company sought an injunction 
in Cook County Superior Court 
against its continued enforcement, 
contending it violates^the uniform- 
ity clause in the state Constitution. 


The tax on cheap smokes is the 


same as'on expensive brands, they 
argued. The Superior Court up- 
held the tax, and the company 
appealed. 


Defends Levy 


Defending the cigaret levy, the 


state attorney- general's office says 
the act does not conflict with the 
uniformity requirement because it 
applies to all distributors in the 
same way. 


The tax produces about 28 mil- 


lion dollars a year in state revenue.

tem of Public Service Company of 
Northern Illinois

wealth Edison Company establish- 
ed its peak load of the current win- 
ter on Monday, Dec. 22, it was an- 
nounced today by Charles Y. Free- 
man, chairman of the two utilities.

The budget message Truman 


sent Congress today, 11 days be- 
fore he leaves office, is subject to 
revision by the incoming Eisen- 
hower administration, which has 
indicated it' will be scrutinized 
closely and revised, probably start- 
ing in April. 


As is customary, the President 


sent the 20,000-word message to 
Congress, and did not read it to 
the. legislators himself. 
It was 


about 10,000 words shorter than 
last year's. 


$489.15 Each 


The budget called for expendi- 


tures in fiscal 1954 equal to $489.15 
for every man, woman and child 
the census bureau estimates will be 
in the United blates on Jan. 1, 
1954, 
half way through the 12- 


month budget period. 


The President said 73 cents out 


of every dollar in the budget would 
go toward programs directly re 
lated to national security, and 14 
cents more toward paying for past 
wars. 


The President made no propos- 


als for increased taxes. But he told 
a Republican Congress whose lead- 
ers have been talking wistfully of 
a tax cut: 


"I do wish to make it clear that 


in my judgement it would not be 
wise to plan for a large budget 
deficit during a period when busi- 
ness 
activity, 
civilian employ- 


ment, and national income are 
reaching unprecedented heights." 


It would still be "the course of 


Prudence and wisdom" to strive 
for a balanced budget, he added. 


The dominant feature of the 


budget was military costs. 


$46 Billion For Arms 


Truman predicted that expendi- 


tures for military services in fiscal 
1954 would reach $46,296,000,000— 
exclusive of atomic energy outlays 
of $2,700,000,000. 
That compares 


with $44,380,000.000 in the current 
fiscal year and $39.727,000,000 in 
fiscal-1952. The President inidicated 
that atomic energy expenditures 
would soon result in more weap- 
ons^ with atomic plant expansion 
about ended. 


Altogether, the President said, 


national security programs would 
add up to $57,300,000,000—73 per 
cent of the predicted outlay for the 
year. That included military serv 
ices, international security 
and 


foreign relations, atomic energy 
defense production and economic 
stabilization, 
civil defense and 


merchant marine activities: 


"This is an expensive program, 


Truman said, "but our national 
security depends on it... until the 
free world is secure against the 
Communist menace." ' 


An additional 11 billions, or 14 


per cent of the budget, would large- 
ly be chargeable to past wars. This 
was for interest on the national 
debt and veterans' services and 
benefits. 


Arms Breakdown 


All other government expendi- 


tures in fiscal 1954, Truman said, 
would come to $10,300,000,000, about 
the same as in the current fiscal 
year and $1.300,000.000 more than 
in fiscal 1952. This amounted to 
13 per cent of the total. 


This was the division of military 


services spending—Air Force $17, 
470,000,000; Army $15,358,650,000: 
Navy $11,804,000,000. Truman said 
this was to bring the Air Force in 
fiscal 1954 tip to 135 wings of its 
143-wmg goal, Uie Army to 20 
divisions, the Navy to 904 com- 
batant vessels with an air arm of 
16 carrier grnun?. and the Marines 
to three divisions with an air arm 
of three wings. 


In the face of expressed con- 


gressional hostility to increasing 
foreign aid outlays, Truman said 
mutual security and foreign rela- 
tions costs in fiscal 1954 should in- 
crease $1,100,000,000 from expen- 
ditures in the current fiscal year, 
to $7,861,000,000. He asked that ap- 
propriations for mutual, security be 
increased by $1,100,000,000 to $7,- 
600,000,000. 


Less Appropriations 


However, overall, the new budg- 


et called for eight billion dollars 
less in new appropriations than 
Truman asked a year ago. 
It 


called for new authority to incur 
obligations of $72,900,000,000. 


It predicted a shrunken deficit 


this year, but a deficit of nearly 
10 billion dollars in fiscal 1954. 


And, the President said, if things 


go according to his estimates and 
plans, the national debt by 1954's 
end will be but a billion dollars

sents my judgement as to the 
amount of funds necessary to carry 
forward our programs for the se- 
curity and welfare of our people 
and for world peace." But as a 
new government was coming in, he 
said, he was making no specific 
new legislative proposals. 


Besides the estimate that federal 


expenditures would climb to $78,- 
600,000.000 in the coming fiscal 
year, the highlights of the budget 
message' were:.

WASHINGTON—UP)—The 


National College Athletic as- 
sociation faces a decision late 
today on whether it should 
keep a tight hold on televis- 
ing college football games. 


The best guess on the outcome: 


Another thumping verdict for con- 
trolled television. 


A substitute motion by Pennsyl- 


vania, seconded by Notre Damo, 
to allow each college to make its 
own TV arrangements, 
seemed 


likely to attract little support. 
. No definite time was set for the 
vote, but 4 p.m. (GST) or later 
appeared to be a good guess. 


Although many television fans 


have complained about the NCAA 
football diet that, generally speak- 
ing, gave them one nationally tele- 
vised game a week, the TV com- 
mittee stuck by its guns Thursday 
in a 39 page report. 


"Television continues to be a 


serious threat to the welfare of 
college football," the report said, 
and concluded: 


"Supervision of college football 


telecasts must be maintained." 


Father Joyce took exception to 


one sentence in the report which 
read: 


"We regret that two institutions 


—the University of Pennsylvania 
and the University of Notre Dame 
—saw fit repeatedly to attack the 
motives of their fellow members 
to bring discredit upon a program 
which had the backing of an over- 
whelming majority of the NCAA." 


"Infelicitous wording." Father 


Joyce called it. He added: 


"The University of Notre Dame 


certainly is not attacking the mo-" 
.ives of the television committee. 
We have never done anything to 
sabotage the program." 


Robert A. Hall' of Yale, chair- 


man of the committee, said he 
would refer the sentence to the
